The plants have been growing in the pots they are shipped in and therefore 
the roots are not disturbed or damaged, The plants are carefully wrapped in damp 
sphagnum moss and heavy wax paper so as to reach you in perfect condition, 


Shipping dates will vary with various localities, Spring shipping will start as soon 
as there is no danger of the plants freezing in transit, Spring shipping starts in 
most districts about March 10, and we can continue shipping until about June 30.

leaves, Rex Begonias do not resent heat if the humidity can be provided, 
Leaf sizes given are approximately the diameter of a fully developed leaf, Fol-

MRS. FRED SCRIPPS Tall, bushy up- 
right grower, Medium green leaves 
are lobed and rounded in a scalloped 
like effect, coming to a deep point 
at the base.
